While  Reid  Charles  Attempts  To  “Ride-  Out”  Storm, 
Here’s  One  Storm  He  Fell  Overboard  On 


As  Town  Manager  Reid  S.  Charles  and  his 
.chief  confidant,  Co-Town  Solicitor  Ralph 
Atkins  continue  to  ponder  what  to  do  next,  we 
wnndAt  i#  ryir  sditorwl  last  wwlt  which  stated, 
"Atkins-Charles  will  ride  on,”  was  right  on  the 
button  in  assessing  the  strategy  of  Atkins- 
\  Charles  in  surviving  the  huge  temptest  that's 
tHindering  THEIR  ability  to  manage  the  town. 

The  strategy  of  Charles  is  obvious  -  he'll  at¬ 
tempt  to  weather  this  political  storm,  banking 
c>n  the  problems  which  plague  him  on  a  daily 
basis  will  simply  vanish  with  the  coming  holi¬ 
day  season  and  the  new  Town  Council  in 
January. 

That  would  be  another  great  miscalcula¬ 
tion.  While  Charles  and  his  chief  confidant, 
Atkins,  continue  to  blame  The  AAN  for  box¬ 
ing  them  in  a  corner,  we  strongly  believe  they 
have  no  one  else  to  blame  but  THEMSELVES.

Upset  About  Recylcing  Vote  Of  Council 

To  The  Editor: 

The  Agawam  Coolition  Against  Incineration  was 
very  disappointed  on  November  16th  when  our  Town 
Council  decided,  by  a  vote  of  1 1-2,  to  table  Agawam's 
participation  in  the  Massachusetts  Recycling  facility 
until  the  first  working  meeting  of  the  new  Council  in 
1988. 

It  is  important  to  remember  that  just  prior  to  the 
November  3rd  election,  the  first  reading  on  the  recycl¬ 
ing  proposal  was  passed  unanimously,  14-0. 

Two  weeks  later,  our  newly-elected  incumbent  and 
present  Vice  President  Frederick  Nardi,  threw  a  cog  in¬ 
to  the  works  and  decided  that  Agowam  should  initiate 
their  own  recycling  plan,  and  the  unquestionable  loca¬ 
tion  should  be  a  225-250  acre  plot  of  land  in  the 
Agawam  meadows  (in  a  100  yeor  flood  plain  abutting 
the  Westfield  River). 

If  you  don't  like  the  idea  of  a  recycling  center,  then 
Councilor  Nardi  is  offering  many  other  alternatives  for 
this  same  locotion,  including  a  composting  plan, 
stump  dump,  ash  landfill  (combined  and  individual  fly 
and  bottom  incinerator  osh  samples  are  failing  the 
GPA's  toxicity  tests  which  means  they  ore  hazardous), 
or  even  a  depository  for  all  of  aur  municipal  waste  if 
the  Bondi's  Island  incinerator  breaks  down.  (Our  Ser¬ 
vice  Agreement  with  Fluor  Fican,  owners  of  the  naw- 
being-constructed  incinerator,  states  that  the  company 
is  responsible  for  the  waste  if  the  "poison  factory" 
breaks  down,  not  the  communities.) 

Other  opposition  to  the  recycling  plan  is  o  fear  that 
we  won't  be  able  to  provide  the  360  tons  a  day  of  gar¬ 
bage  that  we  promised  Fluor  Vicon  at  Bondi's  Island  if 
we  recycle,  compost,  ar  pull-out  household  hazardous 


stated  by  Charles  (for  obvious  reasons). 

While  Charles  attempts  to  weather  this  cur¬ 
rent  political  storm,  we  point  to  a  i&ii  17th, 
1979  editorial#— in  Shrevej??rt, 

AFTER  Charles  was  fired  as  that  citv's  chief 
administrative  officer.  This  was  a  political 
storm  where  Charles  fell  overboard! 

The  Shrevesport  Journal  editorial  wrote,  " It 
had  to  be  deeply  disappointing  to  Shreveport 
Mayor  Bill  Hanna  to  fire  his  number  one  assis¬ 
tant  whom  he  had  hired  last  February  after  a 
long  and  costly  search.  Reid  Charles,  as  chief 
administrative  officer,  came  here  under  the 
best  conditions.  Everyone  it  seemed,  wanted 
him  to  succeed  -  to  be  the  very  model  of  the 
chief  administrative  officer  as  envisioned  by 
the  new  city  charter. 

" But  high  expectations  quickly  gave  way  to 
disillusionment. 

" Charles ,  it  seems,  had  a  very  different 
philosophy  about  government  than  did  his 
boss.  For  that  matter,  he  had  a  different 
philosophy  than  did  the  City  Council,  the 
press,  or  just  about  anyone  else  in  Shreveport. 

" Confrontation  was  Charles’  style.  Almost 
from  day  one  he  adopted  an  adversary  rela¬ 
tionship.  And  it  was  so  unnecessary.  So  non¬ 
productive. 

"Here  at  the  Journal  we  noticed  this  quirk 
very  early  on. 

" Even  routine  stories  that  called  for  a  sim¬ 
ple  statement  or  two  from  Charles  got  a  terse, 
"No  comment”  instead.  It  was  one  of  those 
problems  of  communication  you  feel  uncom¬ 
fortable  about  discussing  publicly,  although  in 
retrospect,  we  should  have  done  so.  We  chose 
to  let  the  matter  drop,  and  got  our  comments 
elsewhere. 

"Council  members,  as  it  turned  out,  were 
having  similar  problems.  Rather  than  the 

waste.  Lou  Clark,  of  Fluor  Vicon  has  stated,  many 
times,  thot  he  is  in  favor  of  oil  of  these  options. 

The  Coalition  has,  on  many  occasions,  stated  thot  if 
the  incinerator  goes  on  line  that  oil  safer,  long-term, 
and  less-expensive  alternatives  will  be  cast  aside.  It  on¬ 
ly  took  one  meeting  following  the  election  for  our  fears 
obout  politicians  to  become  reality. 

It  seems  that  the  townspeople  of  Agowom  are  once 
again  being  subjected  ta  the  protection  of  "Man's 
Green  Greed,"  rather  thon  "God's  Green  Earth."

The  Detective  Bureau

Agawam  Crime  Prevention  Bureau 

While  the  patrol  division  assumes  the  responsibility 
af  public  protection  and  service,  and  the  traffic  bureau 
monitors  and  controls  safety  on  the  highways,  the  third 
division  within  the  department  is  comprised  of  the  men 
in  the  Detective  Bureau,  _  .  - - -  -  - 

Currently  under  the  command  af  Captain  Richard 
Light,  this  bureau  numbers  seven  men,  including  Court 
officer  Gerald  O'Keefe,  Alan  Collins,  Anthony  Malone, 
Joseph  Dymon,  Richard  Niles,  Stanley  Chmialewski, 
Jr.,  and  Thomas  Marmo.  Thee  are  two  types  of  cam- 
plaints  received  by  the  Police  Deportment:  those  which 
can  be  satisfied  immediately  by  the  appearance  and 
subsequent  action  of  the  cruiser  patrolman,  and  those 
which  reauire  some  type  of  follaw-up  investigation. 

The  Detective  Bureau  concerns  itself  with  those 
complaints  which  require  a  fallaw-up.  These  com¬ 
plaints  range  from  malicious  damage  to  larceny,  to 
assault  and  battery,  to  rape  and  murder. 

The  severity  of  the  crime,  as  well  as  its  emotionol 
and  financial  impact  an  the  victim,  will  usually  dictote 
the  time  and  effort  necessary  ta  successfully  complete 
the  investigation. 

Essential  to  any  fallaw-up  investigation  is  the 
necessity  to  stick  ta  the  facts  and  follow  basic  pro-' 
cedures.  Witness  interviews  and  statements,  the 
preservation  and  collection  af  available  physical 
evidence,  and  the  subsequent  analysis  of  that  evidence 
will  ultimately  pay-off  with  the  arrest  af  a  suspect  or 
suspects.  Once  the  arrests  have  been  made,  paperwork 
must  be  completed  and  a  case  file  will  be  constructed. 
Hopefully,  courtroom  prosecution  will  be  successful 
and  o  finding  of  guilty  will  be  found. 

A  "cardinal  rule"  for  all  investigators  is  not  to 
become  emotionally  involved  with  the  plight  of  the  vic¬ 
tim.  Emotions  will  tend  to  cloud  logic  and  confuse  pro¬ 
cedure.  On  the  other  hand,  intuition,  properly  utilized, 
will  sometimes  shortcut  an  investigation  and  point  a 
detective  in  the  right  direction.  Experience  breeds  intui¬ 
tion,  and  this,  along  with  a  feeling  for  people,  will  be 
the  major  measure  of  a  successful  investigator.

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Saracino  Won’t  Seek 
Further  Action;  Blasts 
Election  Procedures 

Former  Town  Councilor  Anthony  Sorocino  todoy 
told  The  Advertiser  News  that  he  won't  chollenge  the 
town's  November  3rd  election  in  court  or  through  the 
Stote  Election  Commission,  but  did  blome  Town  Cleric 
Richord  Theroux  for  conducting  "a  very  shoddy  and 
unprofessional  election  thot  leoves  many  people 
wondering  about  the  competency  of  an  important  town 
official  os  the  clerk." 

A  recount  of  the  November  3rd  election  called  by 
Saracino  produced  no  new  winners,  nor  did  it  alter  the 
placement  of  ony  of  the  candidates.  The  recount  did 
show  chonges  in  the  vote  totols  of  seven  candidates. 

"I  don't  wont  to  belittle  the  town's  Board  of 
Registrars  nor  the  people  who  worked  so  hard  ot  the 
polling  sites,"  Soracino  said.  "But  I  do  blame  Theroux 
becouse  he  ron  the  entire  show.  There  were  so  many 
shoddy  procedures  followed  by  him  that  the  town 
should  be  emborrased  thot  a  democratic  election  wos 
handled  in  this  manner."  ■ 

Sorocino,  who  resigned  from  the  council  the  doy 
ofter  the  election,  November  4th,  soid  he  would  not 
seek  to  further  challenge  the  election,  "  Becouse  I  don't 
wont  to  put  the  town  through  it  again. 

"Agowam  doesn't  need  more  dirt.  If  I  lost  it  fine,  but 
I  don't  want  the  election  stolen  from  me.  However, 
it's  over  in  my  mind  ond  I  wish  the  new  council  well  in 

its  endeovors,"  Soracino  added. 

********** 

Initial  results  in  the  election  hod  Saracino  placing 
11th,  defeating  incumbent  Edward  A.  Cobo  by  five 
votes.  However,  Theroux,  who  olso  serves  os  clerk  of 
the  Baord  of  Registrars,  decided  to  recheck  the  totols 
because  Sorocino  and  Coba  were  only  five  votes  aport. 

1  heroux  said  an  odding  error  wos  committed  ot  the 
Precinct  5  polling  ploce  and  on  additionol  90  votes 
were  given  to  Cabo.  This  put  Cabo  in  1 0th  place  and 
incumbent  Benjamin  Lockhort  in  1 1th.  Sorocino  moved 
to  1 2th.  Eleven  members  were  elected  November  3rd. 

.  "Whot  outhority  gives  Richard  Theroux  the  right  to 
recount  votes  on  his  own.  No  one  osked  for  a  recount 
at  fhat  time. 

"He  did  it  on  his  own.  Cabo  (the  former  monager)  ap¬ 
pointed  Theroux.  He  conducted  his  own  recount 
behind  closed  doors.  I  wonder  if  I  hod  lost  by  five  votes 
to  Coba  would  Theroux  have  rechecked  the  totols 
without  onyone  asking  him  to,"  soid  Soracino. 

Saracino  soid  the  Boord  of  Registrars  were  foir  dur¬ 
ing  the  procedure,  but  said  this  boord  should  closely 
monitor  Theroux's  octions  when  another  election  is 
held  in  Agowom. 

Saracino  soid  the  following  items  during  the  election 
verify  his  charges  that  Theraux  "ran  a  shoddy 
election." 

First,  Sorocino  said/  there  were  problems  with 
several  voting  mochines  during  the  day,  including 
Precinct  7  and  in  Precinct  5  (the  some  voting  machine 
thot  coused  the  error  iraodding  to  give  Cabo  90  votes 
he  soid). 

"The  town  should  hire  people  to  be  on  hand  who  are 
quolified  to  repoir  voting  machines  when  they  breok 
down.  A  mochine  in  Precinct  7  wos  only  working  in  the 
morning,  ond  one  machine  in  Precinct  3  would  only 
allow  people  to  vote  for  10  councilors,  ond  not  1 1." 

According  to  Sorocino,  the  voting  machines  in 
Precinct  6  were  never  verified  to  be  at  "zero"  ot  the 
beginning  of  the  day,  which  is  o  required  procedure. 
"Why  weren't  the  sheets  pulled  in  Precinct  6  at  the 
beginning  of  the  doy  so  the  worden  there  could  sign 
them?  All  other  precincts  did  this.  When  I  asked 
Theroux  obout  this,  he  told  me  they  must  have  forgot." 

Saracino  olso  questioned  why  the  back  of  the 
mochine  that  was  not  working  properly  in  Precinct  5 
was  ollowed  to  "stay  open"  for  nearly  on  hour  (the 
mochine's  voting  sheet  could  not  be  pulled  ofter  the 
polls  closed  ot  8:00  p.m.). 

"When  Theroux  orrived  on  the  scene,  the  sheet  wos 
coming  out  of  that  machine.  But  he  said  not  to  pull  the 
sheet  from  coming  out.  -Then  he  went  behind  the 
machine  himself.  I  don't  think  thot's  right." 

Also,  Sorocino  soid,  thot  in  Precinct  4  only  two 
sheets  were  signed  by  the  election  worden  when  they 
were  pulled  from  the  mochine  when  the  polls  closed  at 
8:00  p.m.  "Why  were  only  two  of  the  five  sheets  signed 
by  the  worden  at  day's  end  there?  Thot's  not  the  cor¬ 
rect  procedure,  either. 

Also,  occording  to  Saracino,  the  entire  vote-counting 
ot  Town  Holl  must  be  counted  in  full  view  of  the 
public.  "  Thot's  the  law  but  the  doors  there  (inside  the 
clerk's  office)  were  closed. 

"Theroux  told  me  that  prior  to  the  recount  the  sheets 
were  counted  three  times.  How  does  he  account  for  the 
mistakes  on  the  sheets  found  during  the  recount?  It  just 
goes  to  show  that  the  election  wos  o  bod  obortion," 
Saracino  said. 


Saracino  pointed  out  thot  since  Agawom  is  con¬ 
sidered  o  city  by  the  state,  the  town  must  obide  by 
regulations  thot  govern  a  city  during  an  election.  "Ac¬ 
cording  to  regulations  from  Boston,  the  clerk  is  not 
supposed  to  be  so  involved  in  the  running  of  the  elec¬ 
tion.  The  Boord  of  Registrars  runs  it.  Theroux  ran  the 
whole  show.  AD  the  clerk  is  supposed  to  do  is  post  the 
vote." 

Sorocino  soid  he  returned  to  his  court  job  in  Hamp¬ 
shire  County  last  week  because  of  his  resignation  from 
the  council.  "I  felt  I  gove  the  town  two  good  years  ond  I 
needed  to  get  back  to  work  for  my  family/'  Sarocino 
said.

Cook  Safely  &  Give  Thanks  Nov.  26th 


Home  fires  are  devastating  tragedies  that 
claim  lives  and  destroy  homes.  It  is  always 
sad  to  hear  of  such  a  fire,  but  during  the 
holidays  it  seems  much  worse. 

Thanksgiving  is  a  time  for  sharing  love  and 
friendship  and  to  be  thankful  for  what  we 
have.  The  Agawam  Fire  Department  reminds 
us  that  fire  can  strike  even  at  such  a  joyful 
time. 

At  any  time  of  year,  kitchen  fires  are  the 
most  likely  kind  to  start.  This  holiday  is  one 
that  revolves  oround  the  kitchen  as 
Thanksgiving  feasts  are  prepared,  so  extra 
caution  is  in  order.  Start  by  making  sure  ovens 
and  stavetop  burners  are  clean;  if  not,  clean 
them  thoroughly  and  sofely. 

Don't  cook  overnight;  don't  leave  your 
meal  cooking  on  the  stove  while  you  go  out  to 
the  neighbors;  take  a  nap  before  your  guests 
arrive,  or  pick  the  kids  up  from  the  football 


game. 

Keep  folks  out  of  the  kitchen  as  much  as 
possible,  especially  children.  A  crowded  kit¬ 
chen  is  more  likely  to  have  an  accident.  Use 
only  one  or  two  applionces  at  each  electric 
outlet.  More  can  cause  the  circuit  to  overheat 
and  start  a  fire. 

Keep  pot  handles  turned  inward,  away  from 
the  front  of  the  stove,  and  keep  appliance 
cords  up  on  counters.  Don't  wear  loose 
sleeves  that  can  hang  over  the  stove  ond  ac¬ 
cidently  catch  fire. 

If  a  grease  fire  erupts,  quickly  and  carefully 
cover  the  pan  with  a  lid  or  a  lorger 
pan— never  use  water.  If  it's  in  the  oven,  turn 
the  controls  to  "off"  and  close  the  door  tight. 
This  will  smother  the  flames.  Better  yet,  have 
a  portoble  fire  extinguisher  handy  ond  know 
how  to  use  it. 

A  little  caution  can  give  us  something  to  be 
truly  thankful  for— health  and  safety.

At  Peirce  Building

The  doors  recently  opened  ta  welcome  the  Agawam 
Police  Deportment  to  its  new  home  on  Springfield 
Street,  Feedina  Hills. 

The  new  police  headquarters  used  to  be  the  Faolin 
Peirce  School,  which  wos  closed  in  )986  because  of 
declining  enrollment.  The  School  Committee  then 
reverted  the  building  to  the  town's  custody.  It  was  then 
that  Police  Chief  Stanley  J.  Chmielewski,  "went  ta 
bot,"  to  hove  the  building  renovated  as  the  new  police 
station. 

First  on  the  ogendo  was  to  have  the  old  building 
studied  by  a  structural  engineer,  ta  see  if  it  was  sound 
enough  to  withstand  renovations.  It  passed  with  flying 
colors,  the  Chief  said. 

The  actuol  reconstruction  was  conducted  by  Fan- 
toine  Brothers  of  Springfield,  and  the  architectural 
design  was  by  Reinhardt  Associates,  Inc.,  also  of  Spr¬ 
ingfield. 

Renovations  toak  about  one  year,  and  with  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  a  new  $300,000  radio  system,  office 
equipment,  furniture,  etc.,  the  total  cost  wos  $1.7 
million.  n 

The  original  Agawam  Police  Station  at  Town  Hall 
was  only  one  room,  and  os  the  town's  population 
escalated,  there  wos  a  need  for  more  police  room. 

Chmielewski  said,  "We've  needed  a  new  Police  Sta- 
'  tion  for  obout  25  years.  In  the  late  1960's,  the  town 
turned  down  o  proposal  to  odd  to  the  back  of  the  old 
stotion  on  Main  Street.  They  olso  turned  down  the  idea 
of  building  a  police/fire  complex. 

"If  any  resident  saw  the  old  police  station  at  Town 
Half,  they  would  see  why  it  was  embarrassing  far  us  to 
have  any  private  citizens  come  in  there.  There  was  no 
ploce  to  talk  privately;  offices  were  scattered  all  over 
the  Town  Hail,  and  there  was  no  ploce  for  prisoners. 
Our  new  station  is  very  professional,"  soid  the  Chief. 

Upon  entering  the  new  station,  the  first  person  to  see 
is  the  dispatcher,  who  is  behind  a  wall  of  bullet  proof 
glass  and  steel.  This  is  to  ensure  safety.  No  one  is 
allowed  beyond  the.Jispatcher's  desk  without  permis¬ 
sion.  -  '•*, 

To  the  left  is  Chmielewski's  office,  manned  by  his 
secretary,  Helen  Bobecki,  and  a  conference  roam.  Ta 
the  right  starts  the  offices  of  detectives  and  record 
keeping. 

This  new  station  has  two  interrogation  rooms,  both 
with  two-way  mirrors.  The  walls  are  bare  so  there  is 
nothing  to  distract  someone  being  questioned,  and  the 
two-way  mirror  is  for  witness  identification  purposes. 

The  entrance  to  the  fully-equipped  dark  room  is  like 
watching  a  magic  show  — someone  steps  into  the 
round,  black  daar,  swings  it  shut,  and  sends  the  door 
back  around,  empty.  The  idea  behind  the  door  is  that  it 
does  not  allow  any  light  in. 

Inside,  all  the  sinks  are  stainless  steel  with  special 
piping  and  drains  to  allow  for  chemicals.  The  equip¬ 
ment  is  sophisticated  and  proficient. 

Next  is  the  armorer's  room,  where  guns  are  stored 
and  can  be  repaired.  It  is  always  locked. 


For  police,  there  is  a  fully-equipped  kitchen  with 
stove,  sink,  regrigerator,  microwave,  as  well  os  an  exer¬ 
cise  room  with  showers.  It  is  important  to  note  that  all  • 
the  exercice  equipment  was  bought  by  the  Agawam 
Police  Association  with  their  own  money.  No  money 
for  equipment  came  out  of  taxpayers'  pockets, 
Chmielewski  told  us. 

The  muster  room  is  large,  and  has  small  desks,  a 
blackboard,  and  the  officers'  mailboxes.  It  is  used  for 
doily  reports. 

There  is  even  an  emergency  generator  which  is 
powered  by  natural  gas.  The  station  must  have  power 
at  all  times,  24  hours  a  day,  365  days  a  year. 

Something  entirely  new  far  the  A.P.D.  is  a  Sally  Port. 
It  is  actually  a  drive-through  garage.  When  an  officer  is 
bringing  in  a  prisoner,  he  calls  to  the  desk  to  hove  them 
open  the  garage  door.  A  cruiser  will  drive  in,  the  door 
closes,  and  automatically,  a  video  camera  will  start 
taping  the  officer  bringing  his  prisoner  from  the  car,  up 
the  stairs,  and  to  the  Booking  Room. 

The  Booking  Room  hos  a  safe  for  the  policeman's 
gun  (which  he  has  to  take  off  while  booking  the 
prisoner),  an  intoxityzer  machine  which  tells  how  much 
o  person  has  had  to  drink,  and,  of  course,  the  infamous 
camera  far  "mug  shots."

There  are  three  areas  for  prisoners  — female  cells, 
juvenile  cells,  which  by  law  hove  to  look  more  like  a 
room  thon  a  cell,  and  the  male  cells.  All  hove  windows 
to  wotch  the  prisoners,  indestructible  stainless  steel 
sinks  and  toilets.  All  cells  ore  suicide  proof. 

When  osked  about  ony  new  gools  for  the  Police 
Department,  Chief  Chmielewski  soid,  "We  have  been 
held  bock  because  of  the  old  station.  Now,  we  have  to 
learn  to  grow  with  whot  we  have  in  this  new  focility. . 
In  the  last  yeor,  I've  lost  eight  people  so  I  need  to  start 
training  new  people." 

There  ore  certain  qualifications  that  Police  Chief 
Chmielewski  looks  for  when  hiring  new  members  of  his 
police  force.  He  feels  that  local  people  should  come 
first,  because,  "they  have  a  better  understanding  of  the 
town.  They  know  people  in  the  town,  ond  they  are  . 
familiar  with  locations  of  streets,  businesses,  schools, 
etc." 

He  then  looks  for  a  person  who  hod  a  positive  ot- 
titude  for  making  police  work  a  coreer,  not  just  so¬ 
meone  who  is  using  the  force  as  a  stepping  stone  and 
will  soon  look  for  another  job. 

Educationol  background  is  olso  important,  as  is  get¬ 
ting  along  with  other  people  and  comradery. 

"Right  now,  we  feel  we  can  offer  the  best  of 
everything  to  new  officers.  I  know  I  have  the  best  police 
officers  in  Mossochusetts.  My  detectives  ore  outstan¬ 
ding  and  my  men  in  the  street  ore  outstanding." 

He  concluded,  "I  am  very  happy  that  the  citizens 
gove  us  this  facility.  It  helps  us  to  better  serve  the  com¬ 
munity;  my  people  hove  a  more  positive  attitude  and

Pioggia’s  General  Store 
Sure  Knows  How  To 
Make  A  Great  Pizza

If  you  love  pizzo,  just  woit  until  you  try  one  from 
Pioggia's,  located  at  31 1  Southwick  Street,  Feeding 
Hills,  formerly  known  as  Mrs.  D's  Country  Store. 

Owned  by  Ron  &  Linda  Pioggia  of  Feeding  Hills,  the 
pizza  shop  has  been  open  for  three  months,  and  is  also 
a  convenience  store  becouse  o  town  low  won't  ollow 
just  o  pizzo  shop  on  the  premises. 

Before  buying  the  new  store,  Ron  was  co-owner  of 
the  popular  Avenzo's,  in  Agowom,  and  before  that,  he 
was  an  iron  worker.  He  hos  been  moking  pizzos  for  316 
years,  ond  credits  Morio  Trolia  as  the  mon  who  tought 
him  to  moke  pizzo.  Ron  hos  since  refined  his  style,  and 
is  the  only  person  who  mokes  the  pizzas  ot  Pioggia's. 

The  comba  pizzas  come  with  peppers,  homburg, 
pepperoni,  and  cheese.  There  ore  four  sizes  — personol, 
six  pieces,  $3.50;  small,  12  pieces,  $7.25;  medium,  16 
pieces,  $9.25;  ond  lorge,  30  pieces,  $10.50.  There  is  a 
chorge  for  extro  items. 

Ron's  mother,  Dorothy  Pioggio,  does  all  the  cooking. 
She  mokes  the  sauce,  meatballs,  ond  eggplont.  All 
dough  for  the  pizzo  is  mode  fresh,  doily. 

Pioggio's  olso  serves  grinders.  A  12  inch  coldcut 
grinder  is  $3,  ond  o  holf  of  grinder  is  $1.75.  All  hot 
grinders  are  $3.25  (far  o  whole),  ond  $2  for  o  half.  . 

It  is  importont  to  note  thot  pizzas  ond  grinders  ore 
sold  for  toke-aut  only.  There  are  no  tobies  ond  choirs 
here  far  dining. 

The  convenience  store  prices  are  not  more  expensive 
thon  those  of  the  grocery  choin  stores.  This  conve¬ 
nience  stare  is  nat  like  the  ones  that  most  people  ore 
used  ta,  where  the  prices  are  almost  doubled.  Ron  ex¬ 
plained  why  his  prices  are  competitive.  "I  wont  the 
items  ta  move  and  not  sit  on  the  shelves  for  months  at 
a  time.  Besides,  I'm  not  out  to  rab  people."

Besides  the  usual  convenience  store  items,  such  os 
milk,  bread,  soda,  eggs,  and  newspapers,  Pioggio's  has 
a  complete  deli  with  cold  cuts  and  cheeses.  Ron  will 
even  make  a  porty  platter  if  you  request  it. 

Ron  added,  "Anyone  can  buy  from  a  pound  to  two 
slices  of  meat,  if  that's  what  they  want.  We  get  a  lat  of 
elderly  persons  here  because  af  the  Pheosont  Hill 
Housing  Complex.  They  do  not  need  a  lot,  ond  they 
keep  telling  us  how  happy  they  are  that  we  ore  here." 

Ron's  day-time  manoger  is  Dottie  Depala,  ond  the 
night-time  manager  is  Kim  Piaggia.  Other  employees 
are  Melissa  Fullam,  Chod  Fullom,  Mory  DiTomasa, 
Betty  Botes,  his  son.  Ran,  his  wife,  Lindo,  ond,  of 
course,  the  pizza  mon  himself,  Ron.

How's  The  Family??? 

All  Work  &  No  Play  Make  Families 
Very  Dull  &  Very  Boring 

By  Dr.  Warren  F.  Schumacher,  associate  professor 

University  of  Massachusetts 


Too  much  really  heavy  stuff  is  coming  dawn  an 
families!  "As  the  family  goes,  so  goes  the  country." 

Consequently,  when  an  adolescent  gets  into  same 
kind  of  trouble  with  the  law,  society  looks  to  the 
parents  to  find  out  what  they  did  wrong.  A  decline  af 
scores  measuring  a  child's  intellectual  performance  is 
traced  back  ta  family  instability  {as  manifest  in  rising 
divorce  rates  or  to  mothers  gainfully  employed  outside 
the  home).  Confusion  about  moral  values,  sexual  per¬ 
missiveness,  ond  the  drug  scene  somehow  or  other  find 
their  root  cause  in  irresponsible  parents  who  don't 
sacrifice  enough  for  their  children. 

*********** 

The  family  is  supposed  to  compensate  for  the  harsh 
realities  of  daily  life  in  a  hostile,  violent,  and  com¬ 
petitive  world.  It  is  to  be  o  haven  of  peace  and  security 
in  which  not  only  behavior  ought  to  conform  to  same 
ideal,  but  the  overly  demonding  norms  even  extend  to 
inner  states  of  the  family  members. 

Consequently,  the  public  presentation  of  our  family, 
that  face  that  we  feel  we  ought  to  show  to  others, 
paints  the  family  os  communicating  with  one  another, 
peacefully  solving  problems  with  understanding, 
warmth,  and  lots  of  love.  That  same  painting  shows 
the  family  members  as  peaceful  and  secure,  happy  and 
tranquil,  and  deeply  committed  ta  one  another. 

But  the  painting  does  not  show  family  life  as  it  real¬ 
ly  is.  Within  the  privacy  of  every  home,  there  are  shat¬ 
tered  dreams  ond  lots  of  frustration;  behind  closed 
doors  there  is  misunderstanding  and  anger  mixed  with 
the  [ove  and  the  peace. 


The  discrepancy  between  whot  we  feel  families 
aught  ta  look  like  and  the  family  life  that  we  all  live, 
creates  too  much  stress,  guilt  and  anxiety.  If  families 
are  going  ta  survive,  we  have  to  loosen  up  a  bit  and 
stop  trying  ta  live  according  to  rigid  norms  af  what 
ought  to  be. 

Good  marriages  and  happy  families  are  blends  of  the 
serious  ond  the  crazy,  the  responsible  and  the  im¬ 
pulsive.  Instead  af  olwoys  following  the  responsible 
script,  every  so  often  surprise  your  family  (and  yourself) 
with  something  totally  spontaneous  and  unprepared. 
Responsible  parents  and  respectful  children  often  slip 
into  o  rigid  schedule  that  sets  up  a  routine. 

Daily  and  weekly  patterns  of  similar  behavior 
become  a  whirlpool  or  a  twister  that  spins  around  drag¬ 
ging  people  into  o  pit  of  boredom.  Then  people  ex¬ 
plode— "For  years  I've  always  been  so  darn  responsi¬ 
ble.  My  husband/wife  is  always  so  perfect.  Whenever  I 
make  a  mistake,  I  feel  so  guilty.  He/she  makes  me  feel 
awful. ..I  stand  condemned  for  making  some  stupid 
mistake,  for  not  doing  something  like  I  have  always 
done  it... I'm  sick  and  tired  of  feeling  sorry  and  taking 
the  blame..." 

During  the  coming  week,  take  o  look  at  the  patterns 
of  your  family  and  wonder  whether  you  ore  taking 
things  too  seriously.  Would  you  blow  everything  thot 
you  have  worked  for  if  you  let  yourself  go  and  did 
something  completely  different  from  yaur  usual 
routine? 

—  You  watch  that  budget  and  try  to  follow  strict  con¬ 
trol  over  spending  each  buck.  Be  impulsive  and  take 


the  family  to  a  goad  restaurant. 

—  Every  person  in  the  family  has  assigned  respon¬ 
sibilities  around  the  house.  Mix  up  the  roles  for  a  week. 
Sure,  you'll  find  same  strange  items  in  the  kitchen 
cobinets  and  different  types  af  food  on  the  table,  but  it 
may  break  the  routine. 

—  People  are  expected  to  be  responsible  and  to  be  on 
time.  Surprise  everyone.  If  you  say  so  often,  "I  hate  to 
be  late,"  try  "What  the  heck;  so  we'll  be  five  minutes 
late  for  church  or  the  movie.  What's  the  big  deal?" 

—  You  tend  to  take  things  seriously,  perhaps  too 
seriously.  Leorn  to  laugh  more.  Laughter  is  a  universal  •  - 
language  and  great  therapy.  Try  to  see  the  funny  side 

of  situations  instead  of  the  serious. 

—  Even  recreational  activities  have  become  etched 
in  stone:  "We  go  out  to  eat  every  other  Saturday  night. 
I've  gat  to  get  my  golf  score  down.  We  paid  far  that 
membership  in  the  health  club  and  darn  it  oil  we  had 
better  use  it."  Follow  your  impulses.  If  you  feel  like  go¬ 
ing  to  that  restaurant,  playing  that  game  or  working 
out,  fine—  if  it  feels  goad,  da  it;  if  not,  forget  it  and  do 
something  else. 

—  As  a  workaholic  you  are  satisfied  only  when  you 
see  something  accomplished.  Go  into  work  on  Monday 
morning  ond  let  yourself  soy:  "I  shot  the  whole 
weekend.  It  was  great  being  lazy!" 

Responsible  families  con  create  too  many  absolutes. 

If  expectations  are  too  high,  "wing  it";  be  impulsive  for 
a  change.  Surprise  yourself.  You  can  be  spontaneous!

SOBEL:  I  am  sa  groteful  far  the  recent  in 
formation  you  sent  me  on  helping  our  six  year-old 
Your  sheets  on  "signs  of  overplacement"  have  given 
me  great  insight  into  what  we  really  want  far  our  child 
My  question  naw  is  what  does  school  readiness  ac 
tuolly  meon?  Does  it  mean  being  able  to  read? 
Thanks  so  much,  B.L.,  Agawam 
ANSWER:  I  om  glad  that  the  infarmotion  I  sent  you 
is  providing  o  foundation  for  thinking  about  whot  is 
best  for  your  young  child,  intellectually,  socially, 
physically,  ond  emotionally. 

School  reodiness,  from  my  point  of  view,  is  the  abili¬ 
ty  to  learn  and  octively  cope  with  the  school  environ 
ment  without  unneeded  stress,  and  to  be  able  to  keep 
up  this  level  of  learning,  growth,  and  coping. 

My  point  is  that  many,  mony  children  who  are  ready 
to  reod  ,  may  still  not  be  reody  for  the  school  situotian! 
They  may  "get  through"  the  academics,  but  usually  at 
great  cast  in  the  sociol,  emotionol,  and  physical  areas 
of  growth. 

I've  seen  many  children  "turn  off"  to  actuol  learning 
and  concentrate  on  just  learning/memarizing.  This  is 
such  a  shame!

—  Carry  small  toys,  drinks,  snacks,  cloth  and  paper¬ 
back  books  to  distract  and  entertain  youngsters. 
Young  people  have  short  attention  spans.  When  the 
whining  and  wriggles  increase,  adult  patience 
decreases. 

—  Be  aware  of  the  location  of  rest  rooms.  Tired 
travellers  require  more  stops  than  stay-at-homes.  Have 
extra  bottles  and  diapers  in  case  of  bus  or  airport 
delays. 

—  Do  not  permit  a  child  under  10  to  move  about  un¬ 
supervised  during  the  journey.  Crowded  public  places 
are  potential  spats  far  child  abduction. 

—  Breaks  in  family  schedules  can  be  disorienting. 
Try  to  adhere  to  regular  meal  and  bedtimes  as  much  as 
possible.

Ted  picked  the  junior  high  auditorium  for  three 
reasons:  it  has  very  good  acoustics,  the  stage  can  ac¬ 
commodate  our  60-member  group,  and  there's  even  a 
the  chorus'  small  orchestra,"  she  said. 

These  pluses  will!  certainly  enhance  the  concert. 
Last  year,  a  professional  pianist  (Berenice  Lipson- 
Gruzen)  from  New  York  performed  at  the  junior  high 
auditorium,  so  you  can  see  that  this  facility  is  popular 
with  musicians  and  other  kinds  of  performers  who 
come  to  town,"  Mrs.  Lester  added. 

As  o  rule,  lectures  and  artistic  performances  that 
come  under  the  "First  Friday"  series  are  free  to  the 
public.  However,  the  concert  by  the  Festival  Chorus  of 
Westfield  has  on  admission  charge:  $5  for  odults,  and
